“Takg me up and cast me forth into 
the sea; so shall the sea be calm 
unto you.”— Jonah 1: 12. 

“Should not | have pity on Nineveh 
that great city, wherein are more 
than six-score thousand persons that 


cannot discefn between their right 
hand and their left hand; 
much cattle.” Jonah 4: 11. 


This apparently trivial book is one 
of the grandest and deepest that has 
ever been written.- I would -say to 
everyone approaching it, “Take ~ off 
the shoeg from off thy feet, for the 
place whereon thou standest is holy 
ground.” In it Israelitish- prophecy 
quits the field of battle a victor—a 
victor in the greatest of struggles, 
the struggle against self.” 

This splendid tribute to the worth 
of the Book of Jonah is in striking 
contrast with the shallow jesting 
which finds in it little more than a 
wonderful fish story. 

It indicates also a critical insight 
of its 


and also 


and. reverent appreciation 
message which far transcends the 
superficial credulity which clings 
tenaciously to the literal truth and 
would accept with equal readiness 
the story if it-had been recorded 
that “Jonah swallowed the whale.” 

Outside of the prophecy itself 
there igs a record in 2 Kings, 14: 25, 
of a prophet who had predicted an 
extension of Israel’s ‘boundaries after 
the nations had been in dire dis- 
tress. 

The author of the book, 
infinitely greater character than the 
prophet he _ so strikingly portrays, 
and we must look for the real mes- 
sage of the book: not in the marvel- 
lous, naive stories it relates, but 
rather in the conception of a God 
who is gracious and merciful, slow 
to anger and of great kindness, who 
delights not in punishing evil, but 
extends his tender care over helpless 
children and the beasts of the field. 

Th story itself is full of interest. 
Jonah is called to deliver a message 
of warning, bat because he is out 
of sympathy with the nature of God 
refuses to obey. Seeking to escape 
beyond the geographical boundaries 
of Jehovah’s kingdom he flees to 
Tarshish, but discovers that he can- 
not so easily evade his moral -respon- 
sibilities or shirk the religious duties 
which were his. Brought face to face 
with the consequences of his wrong- 
doing, Jonah in the presence of the 
storm-God acknowledges his fault 
and shows an almost incredible spir- 
it of humility and self-sacrifice, as he 
is willing to give himself to appease 
the divine anger. -The spirit of a 
common humanity ig clearly seen in 
the earnest desire of hig companions 
on ship-board who, although heathen, 
do all that is in their power to save 
the man who had brought them into 
a position of great danger. 

Only when all their efforts to save 
him have been without success, do 
they abandon the unhappy Jonah to

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 28.—Mr. Justice 
Hodgins’ report to the government 
as a result of hig enquiry into con- 
ditions on board the Northland, 
returning troops to Canada, will be 
made public within a day or two. 
The gist of the report is understood 
to be substantially as follows: 

1. The crew and officers of 
ship are exonerated from blame. 

2. Censure is passed upon mem- 
bers of the conducting staff. It is 
pointed out that the men, in return- 
ing, are under military discipline, 
and that the officers in charge of 
them are just as much responsible 
for their welfare and comfort as 
when on active service. 

3. It is suggested that if certain 
vacant second class - accommodation 
had been utilized there would have 
been less overcrowding. 

4. It ig stated that some of the 
stewards sold food, and it is sug- 
gested that returning men should be 
provided with bedtime lunches. 

5. The report states that the ship 
contained an adequate supply of food 
and water, but that the service ap- 
peared to be faulty. 

Mr. Justice Hodgins wag not em- 
powered to make recommendations 
for betterment of conditions, but 
merely to investigate complaints of 
bad treatment on the part of the 
men.

The story of the growth of the 
gourd which sheltered the prophet, 
and its subsequent withering under 
the influence of the wind, is more im- 
portant in enabling us to interpret 
the prophecy than ig the story of the 
great fish, What'a picture of sel- 
fish egotism and utter heartlessness 
is presented in the description of the 
prophet who weeps for the destruc- 
tion of the plant that sheltered him 
while he gloats over the expected 
destruction of a city whose - popula- 
tion includes hundreds of thousands 
of children. The story matches the 
most lurid descriptions of modern 
savagery, and the heartless butchery 
of modern warfare. 

It has its counterpart also in the 
sunny complacency with which some 
of those who have felt confident of 
their own salvation, have consigned 
their fellowmen to the torments of 
eternal perdition and the everlasting 
flameg of a literal Hell. 

What is the interpretation of the 
story? - 

Israel isrepresented bythe prophet 
Jonah. The nation which has been 
cared for and had been given a mar- 
vellous revelation of the Diving nat- 
ure, failed to live up to the responsi- 
bilities which privilege brings{ As 
the prophet was swallowed by the 
sea monster, so Israel had _ been 
swallowed up in the Babylonian cap- 
tivity and as wonderfully restored to 
her own land. 


Instead of profiting by the exper- 
captivity, Israel be- 
came self centred and exclusive in 
spirit. There began that narrow big- 
otry and intolerant race and religious 
pride which culminated in the time 
of Jesus, when the Jews would have 
no dealings with the Samaritans.

MANUFACTURERS URGE 
THAT TARIFF QUES- . 
TION BE LEFT 


BELIEVE ATTITUDE OF WEST- 
ERN GRAIN GROWERS DESIGNED 
TO REVOLUTIONIZE PRESENT 
FISCAL SYSTEM. 


Toronto, Jan. 29.—‘The manufact- 
urers who transformed Canadian in- 
dustry from peace to war are not 
afraid of the task of transferring. it 
back again from war to peace, but 
they ask for liberty to devote their 
entire energy to its accomplishment. 

“Therefore, the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ association believed that 
the country should concentrate on 
the one task of returning to peace 
conditions, with all its attendants, 
and leave the highly controversial 
problem of tariff reform to a time 
when it can be given the undivided 
attention it demands.” 

The above is the attitude of the 
manufacturerg of Canada on the tar. 
iff question, according to a statement 
{ssued Tuesday by the general man- 
ager of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association, in reply to the western 
grain growers, prepared  accordiing 
to instructions given by the legisla- 
tive council of the association at its 
last meeting. The text of the declar- 
ation follows: 


MANUFACTURERS’ STATEMENT 


“The Canadian Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation wishes to state clearly its 
position with regard to certain de- 
mands now being made specially by 
the western grain growers for a rad- 
ical change in the tariff of Canada. 
The chief of these demands are: 

“(a) An immediate and substantial 
all-round reduction in the customs 
tariff, the removal of all duties on 
farm and household machinery, lum- 
ber, cement, oil and a number of 
other articles which farmers buy. 

“(b) Complete free trade between 
Great Britain. 

“(c) Acceptance of the reciprocity 
treaty with the United States which 
was rejected by Canada in 1911. 

“(d) That any further reduction of 
the tariff with the United States to- 
ward Canada be met by a similar re- 
duction of Canadian tariff towards 
the United States. (Presumably free 
trade with the United States at any 
time the United States is ready for 
it). 

‘Is it fair to assume that the 
above reasons are designed not mere- 
ly to make a slight change in the tar- 
iff, but rather to abolish it entirely,

MANY WANT THE TARIFF. 


“ The Canadian Manufacturers’ 
association urges most strongly that 
all tariff controversies should he 
pestponed until the country nas set- 
tled the im-nense problem of rewil- 
justment from war to peace condi- 
tions. It ig believed that this view 
ig held, not only by the manufactur- 
ers and their employees, but also by 
nearly all the financial and commer- 
cial institutions and their employees, 
by the transportation companies and 
their employées, and in addition, by 
a large number of farmers who have 
found a steady- market for their pro- 
duce in towns and cities. 

“It fs a general and familiar law 
that, ‘in any country, when fundamen- 
tal tariff changes are anticipated, 
trade depression follows. | During 
such periods of uncertainty, invest- 
ment ig curtailed. enterprise is lim- 
ited, commerce ‘lives from hand to 
mouth, consumers buy sparingly and 
become languid, timidity replaces 
confidence, and the general attitude 
may be described as “wait and see.” 


INITIATIVE NEEDED NOW. 


“This Is exactly ‘the opposite of 
what is required today. If ever 
Canada needed _ courage, initiative 
and effort, now is the time. 

“The chief problem ig ‘How can 
this country adjust itself from war 
to peace?” 

“It is no reflection upon the farm- 
ers to recall the fact that only a 
small percentage of the Canadian 
Army came. from the farms, because 
it is recognized that the chief duty 
of the farmers during the war was 
to produce food, a duty which was 
performed by them with courage and 
success. 

“Consequently the bulk of the Can- 
adian army will Rave to be reabsorb- 
ed by commerce, and especially by 
the manufacturing industries, which 
must also try to provide work for 
those of the war workers who really 
need it. 

“Yet at the very time when re- 
construction seems to be’ crystalliz- 
ing into the hope that the manufact- 
urers' will be able to furnish em- 
ployment, a fiscal policy is advocated 
which, if put into effect, would close 
many factories and reduce the staffs 
of others. 


MANUFACTURERS’ PROBLEMS 


“How can the commercial inter- 
ests make plans to provide employ- 
ment if they fear that the ground 
fay suddenly shift beneath their 
feet? How can they continue the 
struggle to maintain and develop an 
export trade, a course which is being 
strongly urged upon them, if the Can- 
adian market is suddenly invaded by 
competitors from other countries? 

“The possibility of introduction of 
anything approaching free tradc 
would create immediate and wide 
spread unemployment. Unemploy- 
ment breeds social unrest, something 
which does not require encourage, 
ment in Canada at the prezent time. 

“During the last fiscal year the 
toial Dominion Government revenue 
was $260,778,952, of which $116,577, 
066 wa3 collected by customs tariff 
and $45,918,562 by the special. war 
tariff. The total federal revenue 
from all ferms of tacation wag $214,- 
182,15%, and of this amount the tariff 
collected over seventy-five per cent.” 


ALIERKNATIVE 13) NEEDED. 


“In view of the fact that last year 
the tariff provided over 51 per cent. 
of the total revenue of Canada and 
over 75 }.€1 cent of the total secured 
by all ioims of ferleral taxation, it 
seems reasonable to sugsest that we 
should net throw away this means 
of revenue until we have found some- 
thing which can _ be guaranteed to 
take its place, especially in view of 
the Dominion Government’s an- 
nouncement that a revenue of $150,- 
000,000 will be required to meet this 
year’s expenditures, an increase of 
about $190,000,000 over last year. 
If the tariff is abolished, how will the 
grain growers propose to raise the 
immense revenue? They answer this 
question by advocating a tax on im- 


‘proved land, an income tax, and the 


extension of the personal income tax 
and the tax on the profits of corpora- 
tions which are now in operation in 
Canada. 

“These forms of taxation, however, 
while capable of producing a certain 
amount of revenue, though by means 
of costly and complicated machinery 
are so strictly Hmited by the well- 
known law of diminishing returns 
that no countries have found it pos- 
sible to rely solely on them for rey- 
enue. 

U.S. FINDS PROTECTION 
UNNECESSARY 

“The United States for example, 
which, under the democratic regime 
of President Wilson announced such 
taxes, still finds it necessary to re- 
tain a protective tariff. 

“As the future fiscal policies will

CANADA HAS PROSPERED. 


“Since 1878, the national policy of 
maintaining a customs tariff, which 
will at the same time raise revenue 
and prove a moderate protection for 
Canadian industry, including agric- 
ulture, has been consistently sup- 
ported by the greater portion of the 
population of Canada. Both political 
parties while in power adhered to it, 
differing only slightly in regard to 
the degree of protection which should 
be maintainel. Under’ this _ policy 
Canada has prospered so continuous: 
ly, in agriculture,"in industry and in 
commerce that it ig doubtful if there 
existed a nation in the war whose 
people were more intelligent, more 
prosperous or less burdened by tax- 
ation. 

“During the war this nation raised 
an army of over half a million; we 
clothed them, fed them and_ main- 
tained them and their dependents un- 
til the great task was _ victoriously 
completed. Such a feat could have 
been accomplished only by a nation 
in which all departments of activ- 
ity were well balanced, and equally 
developed. Farms, factories, com- 
mercial institutions, banks, transpor- 
tation companies and wage-earners, 
have all profited. ‘We have come 
this distance safely and -skilfully. 1s 
this, then, the time to urge the peo- 
ple of Canada to turn off that road 
which they have travelled in secur- 
ity alike in peace and war on to a 
new and untried road, the ultimate 
advantages of which can only be sur- 
mised? 


STUDY INDUSTRIES AFFECTED. 


“As the Canadian tariff has not 
been revised since 1907, it ig not suit- 
ed in many respects to present, con- 
ditions, and revision is necessary. 
But the tariff is most intricate and, 
as any change produces far-reaching 
results, revision should be preceded, 
if commercial stability is to be main- 
tained, by the most careful study of 
the chain of industries likely to be 
affected by each proposed allocation. 

“The manufacturers _of Canada, 
with the loyal co-operation of their 
great army_ of workers, did not fail 
the country during the war. At its 
start, industry was attacked by acute 
depression, but . the manufacturers 
did not hesitate. They mastered the 


|problemg of war productions. They 


organized their gtaffs, rebuilt their 
plants and placed them on a_ewar 
basis. The result was that towards 
the close of the war they were em- 
ploying about 700,000 people at the 
highest wages ever paid in _ this 
country, supplying the needs of Can- 
ada, supplying the army, and export- 
ed goods to the value of $700,000,000 
annually. 


ACCEPTED U.S. CONTRACTS, 


“Moreover, Canadian factories rap- 
idly attained such a high degree of 
efficiency in war manufacturing that 
they were able to execute orders 
placed by the imperial munitions 
board in Canada to the extent of 
$1,200,000,000 and also to accept 
over 250 contracts given by the Uni- 
ted States ordnance department for 
the production of shells. Vast sums 
of money were thus’ brought into 
Canada, and being distributed and, 
spent in all parts of the country, filt- 
ered through all commercial channels 
and benefited all classes of the peo- 
ple. 

‘It is disagreeable to speculate as 
to what our financial situation would 
have been now had Canada not pos- 
sessed the ability, the enterprise, the 
factories and the skilled 
necessary to achieve this result. It 
is more disagreeable to speculate 
how many days longer the war would 
have been protracted, but for the im- 
portant part Canadian factory pro- 
duction played in furnishing the 
munitions and equipment so vital for 
success. 

“The manufacturers who _ trans- 
formed Canadian industry from peace 
{to war are not afraid of the task of 
transforming it back again from war 
to peace, but they ask for liberty to 
devote their entire energy to its ac- 
complishment. Therefore the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers’ association be- 
lieves that the country should con- 
centrate on the one task of return- 
ing to peace conditions -with all its 
attendant questions, and leave the 
highly controversial problem of tar-

TO GLOSE ITS MARKETS 


AGAINST OUTSIDERS| 


MEASURE CONSIDERED’ ESSEN- 
JAL-AS PROTECTION TO. INDUS- 
_ TRIES IN RECONSTRUCTION 
PERIOD; IS QUITE SWEEPING 


Washington,” Jan, 30—Drastic im- 
port regulations, covering a , wide 
range of commodities, and effective 

_ March 1, have -been promulgated by 
the British government for the pro- 
tection of its industries during the 
perlod of reconstruction. The  re- 
stricted list was made public here 
last night by the war trade board-on 
advices from Consul General Skinner 
at London. ‘ 

Commodities not on the list may 
be imported without special British 
import licenses until July 1, the an- 
nouncement : said, and restrictions on 
the importation of syrup, molasses 
and other articles: of like nature, will 
be removed February 28. . ' 
Raw hides of all kinds also will be 

admitted. ‘ 


SPECIAL LICENSE REQUIRED. 


Commodities’ which may not be im- 
ported into Great Britain after March 
:1 without special licenses range all 
the way from essentials to luxuries, 
and include machine tools and mach- 
-inery for working in both metal and 
wood,.stoves, manufactures of alum- 
inum, wearing ‘apparel, not’ water- 
proofed; baskets and basket-ware, 
metal barrels,’ cartridges, cement, 
fatty acids,. fire extinguishers, guns, 
carbineg ‘and ‘rifles, hats and bonnets, 
lawn mowers, mats, matting, mops, 
oilcloth, perfumery and toilet pre- 
. parations, photo-graphic apparatus: 
3 pictures,. prints, engravings, and 
photographs, plated and gilt wares, 
' revolvers and pistols, salt, sewing 
machines, manufactures of skins and 
furs, soap, spectacles and eye-glasses 
not-containing gold, time-recording 
instruments of all kinds, and move- 
ments and. parts thereof; wWwringers 
and mangles, weighing machines, 
.scales and balances of all descrip- 
tions and..vacuum cleaners. 

On the list permitted. until July 1 
are works of art, apples, bananas, 
casings and sausage _ skins, -cocua, 
coffee, fruit from all sources, canned, 
bottled or preserved; hides, wet ‘and 
dry; vegetable ivory, marble,” onions, 
pimentos, rum, sugar cane and to- 
bacco, unmanufactured and manu- 
factured, including cigars and cigar- 

« ettes. 

The war trade board’s announce- 
ment said the restrictions were not 
to be regarded as of a permanent 
nature, and that they were necessary 
in order that Great Britain mifht 
bring her own manufactures to a 
state of stability approaching that of 
pre-war days. : 

“For more than four years,” said 
the announcement, “Great Britain 
has been subject to the shock and 
strain of war, which not only requir- 
ed the sacrifice of life and limb and 
intense human energy, but also made 
necessary the -most stringent econ- 
omy, and. the sacrifice of private 
business. It is not strange, there- 
“fore, that Great Britain should today 

‘wish to make every legitimate effort 
to keep her commercial and econom- 
ic status from falling into chaos.”

_ BRITAIN TAKES STEPS NEW GRADE FOR 


SEED OATS IS 
ASKED BY ULF. A. 


VARIETY GROWN IN THE NORTH 
' ABOVE HIGHEST STANDARD 
OF GOVERNMENT. 


The seed oat situation in Alberta 
was fully explained to the delegates 
to the convention of the United 
Farmers of Sips Friday afternoon 
by Dominion aBent ‘Stewart, who 
cleared up a number of misunder- 
standings that had found voice at 
different times during the proceed- 
ings of the convention. At the close 
of hig remarks the convention pas- 
sed a resolution asking that a higher 
standard than the government's. No. 
1 standard of two wild oats to the 
pound be made to be called Extra 
No. 1 Seed Oats. 

The resolution requests the Dom- 
infon and provincial governments to 
assist in passing législation estab. 
lishing another grade which will not 
allow any wild oats, not more than 
one-half of one per cent of other cer- 
eal grain, be free from noxious weeds 
within the meaning of the-seed con- 
trol act, have not less than 99 per 
cent white oats, weigh not less than 
thirty eight pounds’ to the measured 
bushel and show not less than ninety 
per cent. germination. For: this seed 
there should be paid a premium of 
twenty-three cents per bushel over 
Fort William. It was claimed there 
were large quantities of this class of 
seed in the north from new land. 

In connection with the purchase of 
seed oats Mr. Stewart declared that 
the government had passed order- 
fh-council in. connection with the 
seed purchase plan ‘.whereby any 
cars that were handled by the trade 
could be seized and purchased, if the 
oats were of seed quality, to prevent 
their being lost:in the usual  chan- 
nels of milling and feed trade. At 
present 50,000 bushels of ‘oats were 
stored at Fort. William, and 25,000 


“TCIVILIAN HEALTH, ~ 


LESSON OF WAR 
~~ FOR THE PUBLIC 


MOVEMENT IN ENGLAND. TO 
UTILIZE MEDICAL EFFICIENCY 
THAT HAS DEVELOPED. 


A movement has been started in 
England to utilize the medical effi- 
ciency.in the war. for the care of civ- 
ilian health. Major Gen. Sir~ Bert- 
rand Dawson-of the British Army 
Medical Service and _ physician-in- 
ordinary to the King, is leading in 
the -promotion of the plan, which in- 
volves the foundation of health cen- 
tres in communities, to be managed 
as thoroughly ag if they were under 
military rule. He delivered a series 
of lectures on the subject which won 
such favorable comment in the med- 
ical profession that he has embodied 
thém in a pamphlet entitled “The 
Nation’s Welfare; the Future of the 
medical profession.” The project is 
to establish a ministry of health 
with adequate powers. 

“The deeply rooted improssion that 
every one’ can form an opinion on 
medical questions,” Gen. Dawson 
says, “is curiously in conflict with 
the fact that medicine is the most 
specialized of callings. To construct 
and administer a health service with- 
out the active guidance of doctors 
would be as unreasonable ag to en- 
deavor to construct an army or navy 
without the guidance of skilled sold- 
fers or sailors. The medical profes- 
sion is awakening to its larger re- 
sponsibilities: In this war doctors 
have found. themselves. Detached 
for awhile from civilian medical rout- 
ine, they have realized its deficien- 
cies, and have resolved that things 
must change, in the interest alike of 
the public and of themselves. The 
setting up of a ministry of health is 
an essential preliminary to any 
scheme of reform.” 


A MEDICAL ADVISORY COUNCIL 


Gen. Dawson says the: ministry of 
health should have a medical advis- 
ory council, with the right to initia- 
tive advice. The minister will need 
his council just as the minister of 
war needs the army council and the 
first lord of the admiralty needs the 
board of admiralty. Members of the 
council should be representative of 
both the preventive and the curiilve 
sides of medicine, and greater re- 
gard should be paid to vasieties of 
knowledge than to representation of 
interests, organizations or localities. 

The proposed ministry should con- 


‘sist of health, housing and local gov- 


ernment divisions, ‘each division to 
have a permanent head, responsible 
to the minister. 

Doctorg will return to civil life, 
the pamphlet. says, with a wider con- 
ception of their careers and respon- 
sibilities.

CANADA: GIVEN HINTS 
HOW TO-GET TRADE IN 


=| THE BRITISH. MARKETS 


MUST CONFORM TO_OLD COUN- 
TRY MEASUREMENTS, WHICH 
IT HAS NOT DONE. 


Ottawa, Jan. 30.—That the Cang- 
dian lumber trade will experience 
some difficulty in securing its share 
of orderg for reconstruction work in 
Europe unless more attention is paid 
to the requirements of the overseas 
market, is a warning given by the 
commission on conservation to Can- 
adian exporters of lumber. Lumber 
men of Norway and Sweden conform 
to the required measurements order- 
ed by British dealers, whereas Can- 
adian dealerg do not. 

“As far as British Columbia is 
concerned,” says the _ statement, 
“the bulk of lumber heretofore im- 
ported by the United Kingdom has 
been in the form of large timbers of 
the grade known as ‘merchantablg,’ 
for heavy structural work, or for re- 
sawing into special size. If British 
Columbia ig to enlarge her timber 
‘trade, then a range of all grades and 
sizes, including merchantable, but 
not the lowest grades, must be dealt 
in. 

“If Canada,” the report continues, 
“can deliver timber in the various 
grades sawn to British standardg at 
Swedish prices, then she can do bus- 
inegs in a broad and general way.”

Adequate opportunities are not 
afforded to thg general practitioner 
to do the best work, As a result he 
is apt to get disheartened and to de- 
teriorate as a workman would with- 
out the best tools or a proper work- 
shop. There must be provided  op- 
portunities for the best work, for ob- 
servation, self-improvement, ade- 
quate repose and adequate remuner- 
ation.

Local hospitals 
should be related in groups ‘to cen- 
tral hospitals inSthe Jarger towns, 
and the staff of a central hospltal 
would provide consultants and speci- 
alists for the local hospitalg of a dis- 
trict. Central hospitals might in 
turn be subordinate to still larger 
provincial hospitals. 

All buildings and equipment would 
be constructed and maintained by the 
new health authority. They would 
be available for all citizens. Paying 
wards might grow up in proximity 
to the hospitals provided by the pub- 
lic. 

All professioual and technical ques- 
tiong would be determined by the 
doctors, and administrative ques- 
tions by a health board, composed of 
lay and professional members. Local 
clinics serving preventive medicine, 
except in the larger communities, 
should be staffed where possible by 
medical men of the district, on the 
basis of part-time service paid by 
salary. Specialists in preventive 
medicine would be employed on a 
whole timg basis. Thus the public 
health would be guarded by detection! 
of the beginnings of disease, and 
medical men would become more 
efficient by opportunities, often now 
denied them, for doing their best 
work. The doctor’s work would be 
ordered and localized, and would be 
done with saving of time, fatigue and 
expense. He would have the advan- 
tage of the clinic and equipment by 
his private patients, and private hos- 
pital wards would no doubt be es- 


tablished, Remuneration for the 
doctors should be reasonable and 
adequate.

STEELE DEAD 


ORGANIZED THE R.N.W.M.P. PUR-| 


SUIT AND CAPTURE OF CHAR- 
COAL, A NOTED INDIAN 
DESPERADO. 


Supt. .T. A. Wroughton; of the Roy- 
al North West Mounted Police, re- 
ceived a letter only a few dayy ago 
from General Sir Sam Steele, whose 
death has now been reported from 
England. The general stated in this 
letter that he expected ‘to be in Ed- 
monton next July, in the course of a 
tour through Western Canada for a 
British commercial undertaking, of 
which he had been appointed Cana- 
dian director. He referred also to 
his illness, which had arisen from an 
attack of Spanish influenza, with 
complications, and the inference is 
that to thig cause was due his sudden 
death. At the time of writing, Jan. 
2, he was expecting, however, to be 
up and about within a few days’ time. 


COMMANDED AT MACLEOD. 


The Jate general had many connec- 
tions with ‘Alberta, and Supt. 
Wroughton’g associations with him 
date from the time when he went to 
Macleod as an inspector under Gen- 
eral Steele, who was then command- 
ing officer of D and H divisions of 


the R.N.W.M.P. The general joined 
the policg force in 1873 as sergeant 
major, and Col. A. H. Greisbach was 
at that time also a regimental §ser- 
geant major. 

General Steele's twelve years’ com- 
mand at Macleod came in between-an 
expedition to the Kootenay district, 
which he headed, at the request of 
the British Columbia authorities, for 
the purpose of restoring order, and a 
commission to the Yukon. He was 
in the north as commandant of the 
police during the famous Klondike 
stampede in 1898. 

They were striking days in south- 
ern, Alberta, as Supt. Wroughton re- 
callX them, and General Steele took 
a foremost part in keeping the coun- 
try quiet and law abiding. The great- 
est trouble wag from the Indians, and 
several uprisings were quelled with 
the aid of the mounted police. One 
of the liveliest incidents which Supt. 
Wroughton recalls wag the _ pursuit: 
and capture of Chgrcoal, the notori- | 
o, who murdered 
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was ‘caught, killed a policeman also. 


It took six weeks of incessant chas- 
ing over the bad ‘prairie to locato 
the criminal, for he was an adept at 
evading his pursuers, but he wag fin- 
ally run down in the Pincher Creek 
district. Gencral Steele organized 
the pursuit, and saw it through to a 
successful issue. ; 

There wag difficulty also in those 
days with liquor smugglers, who 
operated along the Montana border, 
and constant vigilance was _ neces- 
sary to keep them back. 


A THOROUGH SOLDIER. ¢ 


Supt. Wroughton’s opinion of the 
late general is that he was one of 
Canada’s best soldiers. 

“He had the respect and confidence 
of all hig men, and he_ had also a 
keen ‘appreciation of the require- 
ments of good soldiering. Ag a dis- 
ciplinarian he was one of the strict- 
est I have ever known, but he made 
it a point always to discipline him- 
self as well as his men. His experi- 
ence was a wide and variéd one, but 
so far as Alberta ig ‘concerned, at any 
rate, he made his mark during the 
time of the Canadian Pacific railway 
construction across the prairie, when 
he was indefatigable in his efforts to 
preserve law and order. Many times 
he was thanked for his services.” 

General Steele had further associ- 
ations with Alberta through his mar- 
Triage to Miss Marie Elizabeth Har- 
wood, a sister of Col. R. deL. Har- 
wood and Dr. A. C. deL. Harwood. 
Mrs. W. F. W. Carstairs, of Edmon- 
ton, is an aunt of Lady Steele.

SUPREME COURT. 
SITTINGS 


(Before Mr. Justice Ives) 


Rex v. Skeels. Charge of cattle 
stealing west of Innisfail. Postponed 
owing to the absence of a material 
witness. 

Rex. v. Egan. Charge of cattle 
stealing. The accused did not appear, 
and owing to his bail bond, issued at 
Fort Saskatchewan, not being properly 
forwarded, the bail could not be 
estreated at present. The accused is 
believed to be in Mexico. The cattle 
are alleged to have been taken from 
the Hanna dsitrict to west of Bentley. 


Rex v. House. Charge of horse- 
stealing west of Olds. A stay of pro- 
ceedings was entered. This is one of 
the charges against Claude F. House, 
who was acquitted last fall of shooting 
with intent. 


Rex v. Davis. Charge of extortion 
from Rocky Mountain House district. 
Mr. Jack Davis had a $225 mare shot, 
ard he was approached on behalf of 
Mr. Arthur Young, whose name was 
connected with the shooting of the 
mare, to arrange a settlement. He 
agreed to take $225 cash, but, as 
Young could not provide all cash, he 
agreed to accept oat sheaves at an 
agreed pricy for part of the money, 
which oat sheaves were duly delivered.

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TAXES. 


There is an old saying that we 
always have with us death and the 
taxes. The city council are wrest- 
ling with the problem of taxes at 
the present time, and there is a dis- 
position on the part of some of the 
memberg to put up the rate until it 
will be sufficient to meet all the re- 
quirements of the municipality for 
the present year. Last year, the 
rate was 25 mills on the dollar. This 
year the assessment has been reduc- 
ed a little, so that the mill rate will 
naturally have to be a little higher, 
especially ag the council hag increas- 
ed the salaries which were voluntar- 
ily reduced during the war. The 
Townsite people are in arrears 
about thirty thousand dollars. If this 
amount were paid the city would be 
on easy street. It seems to us a 
mistake to ask citizeng who have al- 
ready paid their taxes so well, to 
make up this deficiency at. once. It 
is the duty of the council to devise 
some means of spreading these ar- 
rears over a period of years, so that 
it will not be a hardship on the wil- 
ling ones who, we feel assured, will 
strongly resent an increase of taxes 
to forty or fifty mills. The council 
are wrestling with the problem as 
never before in the history of the 
city. More meetings have been held 
and sessions are longer, still no de- 
cision hag been arrived at. It is 
also considered advisable to increase 
the business tax from 8 per cent. to 
12 per cent, but no action has been 
taken ag yet, and there is rather a 
strong objection to this in the coun- 
cil. But citizens must be prepared 
for an increase of taxes, and we hope 
the council will be able to make the 
increase as small as possible, other- 
wise the council will defeat the very 
thing they wish to accomplish, as 
ratepayers will be unable to pay the 
increase, and they will be so dis- 
couraged that they will not pay at 
all. 
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THAT LETHBRIGE RESOLUTION 


Considerable controversy has tak 
en place over the resolution passed 
at the G.W.V. Association conven- 
tion at Lethbridge regarding the Red 
Deer Post Office, and an effort. is 
being made in some _ quarters” to 
blame the Red Deer Association for 
the resolution. Red Deer’s delegate 
to the convention did not introduce 
the resolution, nor was he_- even 
aware that it was being introduced, 
‘and he was not consulted in any way 
with regard to it. Therefore no 
blame can be attached to Red Deer 
association in any way with regard 
to it. 


UNFIT SEED PROHIBITED. 


Regulations are now in force which 
prohibit the importation into Cana 
da, in lots of ten pounds or more, of 
unfit seed of clovers, grasses, vetch 
es, rape, other forage plants, field 
roots and garden vegetables. 

Unfit seed is described in Pamphlet 
8-12 of the Seed Branch of the De 
partment of Agriculture at Ottawa 
and obtainable from the Publications 
Branch, ag that which does not com. 
ply with the Seed Control Act re- 
quirements respecting the sale of 
seed in Canada, or if it has been re- 
fused admittance into any country on 
account of low vitality. 

The’ regulations governing this 
matter are fully described in this 
pamphlet which shows that unfit seed 
that has arrived in Canada shall be 
deported under Customs supervision. 
Penalties are attached to infractions 
of the law in this regard.

WILSON WONT BE A 
PARTY TO DIVISION 
OF ENEMY COLONIES 


Paris, Jan. 31.—The crisis in the, 
peace negotiatidng over the dispos-' 
ition to be made of Germany’s col- | 
onies seems to have passed, momen- 
tarily at least. It is too early to say 
that President Wilson's view has 
prevailed in its entirety, but in Amer- 
ican quarters there jis confidence that} 
a compromise plan, which has been 
accepted in principle, will be worked 
out with details which will be ac- 
ceptable to the American, viewpoint. 

When the supreme council of the 
peace conference meetg today it will 
have before it the very plain state- 
ment made by President Wilson at 
Wednesday's session. So particular 
was Mr. Wilson to have an exact re- 
cord of what he had said that soon 
after entering the meeting he sum- 
moned one of hig personal stenog- 
raphers and kept him at hig side dur- 
ing the session. 

What he said did not appear in 
the official communique, nor has it 
been disclosed with any official auth- 
ority, but it may be stated that it 
was a very clear re-affirmation of the 
principles of which the president 
had previously contended. In _ phras- 
es stripped of diplomatic necessities 
it is understood, Mr. Wilson told the 
members of the supreme council he 
would not be a party to a division of: 
Germany's colonial possessions 
among the powers which now hold 
them. and then become party to a 
league of nations which, in effect, 
would guarantee their title. There 
are inferences that the president ev- 
en referred to a piece of “loot.” 

The result of the past two days of 
discussion on the colonial question, 
in the opinion of many Americans 
here, has been to clear the atmos- 
phere generally and to force a clear 
definition of the aims on all sides.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS. COMMIT- 
TEE'MAY DECIDE ON DRASTIC 
MEASURE, 


-London, Feb. 1—The abolition of 
submarines as warships may be. de- 
cided upon by the League of Nations 
committee during. the coming week, 
according to the Paris correspondent 
of the Mail., It“is said that this was 
one of several understandings which 
were reached: during the conference 
on Friday between President Wilson

CANADIAN IDEALS ARE _ COM- 


'MUNICATED TO FOREIGN BORN. 


Winnipeg, Man., Jan. 31.—A Cana- 
dian viewpoint and Canadian ideals 
are being communicated to the for- 
eign born people of Manitoba by the 
teachers through the children, de- 
clared Hon. Mr. Thornton, minister 
of education, in the legislature yes- 
terday afternoon. “We do not wish 
anyone to come into this country,” 
he said, “to make Canada his home 
unless he comes with the right spirit 
and intends to become 100 per cent 
Canadian. No one should” get the 
rights and privileges of citizenship 
unless he is willing to accept the full 
burdens and duties that go with 
them.” 

Lieut. J. W. Wilton called atten- 
tion to a news item, which he said 
he could not believe was true, that 
the German language is being used in 
certain schools in the province. Dr. 
Thornton denied that German was 
being taught in any of the public 
schools with the knowledge and con- 
sent: of the department. If any un- 
authorized text bookg are being used 
the matter will be dealt with, thor- 
oughly and promptly. 

In addition to debate on the ad- 
dress a number of bills were ad- 
vanced to a second reading stage.

BE KEPT ON DUTY — 
BY GREAT BRITAIN 


NEW ARMIES WILL BEGIN FORM- 
ING ON FEBRUARY 1— TO 
PAY MEN BONUSES, 


London, Jan. 29.—The regulations 
governing the armies of occupation 
are dealt with in an official state- 
ment issued tonight by Winston S. 
Churchill, secretary for war. 

‘The statement says: 

“The -British. military command- 
ers are of opinion that 900,000 men 
are sufficient for this transition per- 
fod. All the rest will be demobil- 
ized as fast as possible. 

“The new armies will begin: form- 
ing February 1, and will be compos- 
ed, in the first instance of those who 
have enlisted since January 1, 1916, 
and who do not exceed 87 years of 
age. Volunteers will be accepted 
for one year’s service from among 
men otherwise entitled to release, 
while 69 battalions of young soldiers 
now on home service will be sent 
immediately to help guard the Rhine 
bridgeheads and release the older 


men.

TO GET BONUSES. 


“The men of the new armieg will 
be paid bonuses ranging from _ ten 
shillings and sixpence per week for 
privates, to forty-two shillings for 
colonels, in addition to the ordinary 
army pay. Leave will be granted on 
as generoug a scale as possible. 

“The occupation armies will be the 
home army, the army of the Rhine, 
the army of the middle east, a de- 
tachment of the far north, and gar- 


dia. 

“These arrangements will be seen 
to be the best devisable for the year 
1919. During this year, however, .we 
must re-make the old British regular 
army so as to provide, on a volun- 
tary basis, overseas garrisons and 
foreign stations.” 

In connection with the foregoing, 
the ministry of labor announces that 
no further application for release of 
individual officers or men on pivotal 
or special grounds can be considered. 


RETAIN ONE MAN IN FOUR. 


London, Jan. 29.—The British con- 
tribution to the Allied armies of oc- 
cupation ‘in. the Rhineland—says the 
Times in an editorial today, will be 
less numerically than that of either 
France or the United States, consid- 
eration having been given to the 
part played in the war by the Brit- 
ish navy and the British responsibil- 
ities in other parts of the world.” ~ 

“What we have been asked to do,” 
the paper says, “will not involve the 
prolonged retention in the army of 
more than one man in four of those 
serving at the beginning of Novem- 
ber. Efiormous quantities of _ war 
material are being salvaged and men 
at home are still requiréd for garris- 
on duty and the maintenance ‘of in- 
ternal order. 

“In Pajestine, Mesopotamia, Tur- 
key, etc., we have serlous committ- 
ments and there are garrisons to be 
maintained at Gibraltar and Malta 
and in the crown colonies. In _ the 
circumstances, demobilization cannot 
be carried through thoughtlessly or 
in a wholesale manner.”

HUMBLE “QUARTER” Is NOW 
BEING MOBILIZED IN THE SER- 
VICE OF THE COUNTRY. 


Tom Moore, president of’ the 
Trades and Labour Congress of Can- 
ada, is today, by reason of his posi- 
tion, the recognized leader of organ- 
ized labour in the Dominion. He is 
also a man of international stand- 
ing. The advantages of the War 
Saving plan are obvious to him, as 
the following statement shows:— 

“During this Reconstruction period 
the question of eliminating unemploy- 
ment is one of the vital problems, 
and the Government, by the carrying 
on of essential public works, etc., can 
materially help and-.thus stabilize the 
labour market. In order to do this, 
money must be forthcoming. 

“The pre-war methods of financing 
were found unequal to the require- 
ments of war time, and regulations 
imposed by other countries made it 
necessary to secure money direct 
from the people of Canada. The sale 
of Victory Bonds was instituted and 
the marvellous success achieved 
proved the value of the policy of 
placing the purchase of these within 
.the reach of the greater number by 
introducing the low denomination of 
fifty dollars. 

“Even greater success can be 
achieved by still further reducing the 
minimum amount which can be sub- 
scribed, and Canada has now decided, 
through its War Thrift Stamp Saving 
scheme to offer opportunities by 
which not only the men and women, 
but the children of the country, can 
help to provide the money which is 
still urgently needed to carry on. 
The humble “quarter” ig at last being 
mobilized into the country’s service. 
All should lend their aid and make 
the aggregate sum secured so large 
as to prove ‘for all time that the 
workers of Canada can finance their 
own undertakings.”

The Alberta Provincial Branch dé- 
sires to direct the attention of: all 
members and subscribers to the 
above: ‘statement made by the: Chief 
Commissioner of: the Canadian Red 
Crosg Society, overseas. 

Many supporterg of the Red Cross 
are under the impression that since 
the signing of. the armistice, Red 
Cross work must of necessity have 
ceased. The gung may be ailent, 
peace terms may be signed, but still 
the fight against pain and disease 
goes on. Perhaps never before in the 
history of the Red Cross has the So- 
ciety been so taxed ag during the 
past few months, both overseas and 
at home. 

(1) From France, our Commis- 
sioner writes—“The calls have been 
incessant both for supplies and trans- 
port. The cessation of hostilities, 
coming as it has done at the end of a 
terrible. summer’s fighting, has left 
our hospitals, both in France and in 
England, crowded with sick and 
wounded. Added to this, the fright- 
ful epicemic has caused much suffer- 
ing. At no time in the history of the 
Canadian Red Cross, have we been 
able to give, nor have we been called 
upon for, so much assistance of all 
kinds. © In two months, 1,400 ‘more 
cases of supplies were distributed 
than were received. 

Amongst the Refugees, the work of 
the Canadian Red Cross hag been 
constant. It is no exaggeration to 
say that thousands of lives have 
been saved through the efforts of the 
Socfety. The arrival of lorries load- 
ea with quantities of nourishing food 
cf all descriptions seemed to these 
people like a miraculous intervention. 
The Red Cross paid special attention 
to chfidren’s food. Hundreds of 
caseg of condensed milk, babies’ food 
and of good soups were bought and 
distributed. Our Canadian Field 
Ambulance took over the care of the 
sick Refugees, and issued to the wo- 
men and children supplies of soup, 
jellies and other suitable food. 

(2) The Canadian Red Cross Com- 
missioner, who has sailed for Siberia, 
reports that in addition to comforts 
for the Canadian and British forces, 
the needs of the Refugees, who are 
pouring into Siberia from Russia, are 
beyond description. Clothing and 
supplies of all kinds are required to 
relieve the civil population. It is 
estimated that more than five mil- 
lion people are starving. - 

(3) At home, every day is opening 
new avenues of work before the Red 
Cross, and making fresh demands 
upon the Society. Our returning 
wounded must be -the first charge 
upon the funds of the Society. Red 
Cross visitors are now attached to all 
Military Hospitals, and every effort 
ig being made to keep in touch with 
the men who are coming home, and 
to see that they lack no comfort or 
care.

The writer de- 
clares the Allies must choose  be- 
tween the role of adversaries of the 
new Russia and that of arbitrators. 
If they desire to prove their fitness 
to act as arbitrators he insists they 
must completely evacuate Russia. 
Then their initiative, he adds, may 
be taken seriously.

At 
the Provincial depot, work has been 
carried on both by day and night, and! 
on Sunday as well as week days, to | 
provide the necessary relief amongst 
our own people,
